Re: Audit of the Town of Gray 
February 2, 1945 to January 31, 1946 


CASH 

The cash balance of $15,607.29 was reconciled with 
the bank balance. The Treasurer’s receipts were check- 
ed in detail and were found correctly recorded. All pay- 
ments were made by check from properly authorized 
warrants. 


SPECIAL FUND CASH 
This fund was deposited in a savings bank and is 
called the W. C. T. U. Fund, the DUEpOSE of which was 
not determined. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


These accounts in the amount of $106.95 represent 
charity accounts and are current. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 


The 1945 tax commitment book was added and, 
with the exception of a fractional loss of $.02, agreed 
with the Tax Collector’s warrant. Approximately 977% 
of the current tax commitment was collected or abated. 
Supplemental taxes and abatements were checked. All 
outstanding taxes were checked and listed. 

Excise tax receipts were added, and all monies col- 
lected had been turned over to the Treasurer. | 


TAX LIENS 


A detail examination was made of the tax lien ac-. 
counts, and all unpaid tax liens were listed. It was noted 
that two tax liens were missing. This matter was dis- 
cussed with the Treasurer, and he was unable to present 
them for examination. These tax liens were verified at 
the Registry of Deeds and found to be recorded.

TAX DEEDS 

A detail examination was made of all outstanding 
tax deeds, and those remaining unpaid were listed. It 
was noted that one tax deed was missing, and the Treas- 
urer was unable to present it for examination. 


DUE GOVERNMENTAL AGENCIES 

Withholding tax deductions were examined, and all 
deductions had been paid to the Collector of Internal — 
Revenue with the exception of $229.00 which represent- 
ed 1946 deductions. 


~SURPLUS 

An adjustment of prior years’ accounts in the 
amount of $377.47 was made, leaving an adjusted sur- 
plus of $11,321.72. There was a net increase in surplus 
from current operations in the amount of $1,294.14. 


TRUST FUNDS 

The investments of the several trust funds were ex- 
amined and listed. A detail examination was made of 
all transactions and, as far as could be determined, all 
income had been expended in accordance with the terms 
of the trusts. The several operating accounts were re- 
conciled with the bank balance and found to’be in agree- 
ment with the control accounts. 


GENERAL ‘ 

The Tax Collector and Treasurer furnished corpor- 
ate surety bonds. 

The records of the Selectmen, Treasurer and Tax 
Collector were found to be in a satisfactory condition. 

Mail verifications were sent on a representative 
number of unpaid tax, tax lien and deed accounts. 

A test check was made of vouchers and payrolls and 
as far as our examination went, they appeared to be 
properly charged and correctly recorded.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools

To the Superintending School Committee and to the 
Citizens of the Town of Gray, Greetings: 
IT have the honor to submit my twenty-first report. 


TEACHERS 


One new teacher has been added, due to the neces- 
sity of dividing the seventh and eighth grade room and 
teaching the eighth grade at the Institute. 

At Pennell, we have hired a coach. Money for his 
salary being paid by a special appropriation from the 
town plus some special gifts. - 


CONVEYANCE 


The School Committee ordered a new International 
bus (K-5) last April after securing bids from several 
dealers of various makes. 

- This chassis has been delivered at Boston and is 
now awaiting the mounting of the body and we expect 
delivery of the new bus within a few days. 

While waiting for the new bus, a used bus was 
purchased for $225.00. The same has been repaired 
and is in use today. 

A second bus trip has had to be made at noon due 
to the necessity of dividing the Sub-primary and the 
first grade room and holding half-day sessions for each. 


FUEL — JANITOR SERVICE 


Conditions remain about the same for janitor serv- 
ice, and fuel as reported last year. 

The Pennell principal will report on activities at 
that school. 
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LUNCHES 


Due to federal subsidy for non-agricultural assist- 
ance, we have purchased a used stove; oil burners for 
both stoves and a new, larger refrigerator. Many repairs 
have been made in the kitchen and dining room and a 
partition erected between the toilet rooms and dining 
room. 

The Committee has authorized payment of janitor 
service, fuel and director service from school accounts. 


SUGGESTIONS 


Although rooms at Stimson and at the basement 
room have been lighted by electricity so that conditions 
are better, these three rooms should be discarded as soon 
as possible because they do not meet legal require- 
ments for a school room and their use is only tem- 
porarily allowed by the state. 

The Committee ask for a large appropriation to 
shingle two buildings; paint two buildings; add toilets, 
septic tank and drainage field for one building; and buy 
new adjustable seating. These things should be done. 

As soon as possible, the new school house should 
be erected. (See the Special Committee report.) 

Information and budget follows.

The above tables show an increase of fourteen stu- 
dents over last year. There is every indication that the 
enrollment will continue to grow, as the number of 
pupils in the seventh and eighth grades is also greater, 
promising larger entering classes. As the opportunity 
for outside work declines, there will be fewer children 
leaving school to go to work; therefore, the enrollment 
will stay up, assuring larger classes throughout the next 
four years. The trend has already begun to make itself 
evident in the last two years. 

Next year, the school will be even more crowded 
than at present for seating space, with the presence of 
the eighth grade in what was known as the English 
room. I realize that the confusion caused by our passing 
through this room to reach the laboratory (which has 
to be used not only as a science class room, but also as a 
freshman home room and for classes in French, geome- 
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try, history and English) has been none too pleasant. | 
The children and teacher in this grade have been very 
cooperative and our relations have been very pleasant ; 
however, this crowded condition should be remedied as 
soon as possible. I might further add that the toilet fa- 
cilities are wholly inadequate to accommodate so many 
children. 

I furthcr recommend that the waste space at the 
head of the stairs on the second floor be made into a 
classroom, and the commercial department be moved 
out of its crowded quarters in the old library into this 
space. This room is so crowded that some of the typists 
have to sit so near the windows, it is impossible at times 
to open a window and ventilate tle room to make it not 
only comfortable, but safe from a health pepsi for 
the occupants. : 

The laboratory needs more cupboard and. drawer, 
space. Since much of the apparatus is fragile, the cost 
of the above can, in a short time, pay for itself by care- 
ful storage. As chemistry and physics are taught in al- 
ternate years, the apparatus not in use any one year 
should have a proper storage space. 


I wish at this time to thank the Pennell Any As- 
sociation for the gift of an opaque projector, which adds 
greatly to our working equipment. 


The students join me in thanking the parents and 
friends for providing a boys’ coach. The investment paid 
well in the instruction received and a high morale among 
the boys. We wish to further thank you for the wonder- 
ful support you have given in your attendance at the 
games and by following the team to the towns where we 
have played. Our finances are in good shape and when 
the time comes that things can be had, we will provide 
the teams with new equipment. To buy now, I feel, is 
poor economy, while everything is high and of poor 
quality. ? 

In closing, I wish to thank the Trustees, Superin- 
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tendent, Superintending School Committee, Selectmen, 
‘and town’s people for their cooperation and courteous 
treatment.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT 
COMMITTEE 


The School Improvement Committee submits the follow- 
ing report: 

On May 5th the members of the committee met to 
visit the schools in the town while they were in session 
to observe first hand the existing conditions. They found 
many of the rooms overcrowded, lighting and ventila- 
tion poor, toilet facilities entirely inadequate, and play- 
ground areas reasonably adequate, but too small to allow 
for expansion, and no land adjoining suitable for play- 
ground purposes. 

The School Committee moved the eighth grade to 
the Institute for the purpose of relieving the Junior 
High School rooms which were entirely too small to ac- 
commodate them. The sub-primary and first grades are 
attending school for one-half sessions each to allow the 
use of the same desks, seats, and room in the Memorial 
Hall. This condition can not continue long as these 
large grades will continue to cause crowded conditions 
as they progress through the schools. Pennell Institute 
‘will also require all of its capacity very soon to care for 
an increased enrollment. | | 

It is generally known that the basement room in the 
Intermediate School and the two rooms in the Memorial 
Hall are temporary emergency rooms approved by the 
State Department of Education as such. The commit- 
tee feels certain that the State Department will not con- 
tinue to accept these schools if the town does not make 
an attempt to obtain suitable housing as soon as mater- 
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ials are available. Such failure by the town would in- 
evitably bring about a withholding of State funds for all 
school purposes. | 

Because of these facts the committee recommended 
that the town vote to petition the Legislature for the 
formation of a School District which would enable it to 
build an additional school building as soon as materials 
are available. 

Because of the scope of the problem the committee, 
in order to most satisfactorily solve the various problems 
that have come up regarding size, plans, and location of 
a building; felt it advisable to recommend to the town at 
the special town meeting held for that purpose; that a 
trained man be hired to conduct an extensive survey and 
make .definite recommendations based on his findings. 
Because of the number of towns conducting such a 
survey, it may be impossible to obtain the services of 
such a trained man until after the annual town meeting, 
and for this reason the committee feels that it should 
withhold its recommendations until after the survey is 
completed. 

The committee does recommend however, that this 
committee or another committee, elected by the town at 
this annual meeting, continue to function and that they 
be instructed to request the selectmen to call a special 
town meeting to make definite reeommendations and to 
organize the school district if the Legislature does not 
pass the bill now before it until after this annual 
meeting.

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Report of Library Committee 


The Library Committee is pleased to be able to re- 
port a sustained interest in the Library on the part of 
the townspeople, during the year ending Jan. 31, 1947. 

Since last June, the library has not been open on 
Mondays, due partly to lack of funds, and partly insuffi- 
cient patronage. Library hours are now 2-5 on Wednes- 
days and Saturdays, with the exception of holidays and 
occasional very stormy days. In spite of this reduced 
schedule, the number of books loaned (3100) almost 
equals last year’s figure. 

The cataloguing has been completed, and the system 
is working smoothly. It is an aid to both librarian and 
patrons. 

Realizing that the constant addition of new books is 
necessary to stimulate public interest, 222 new volumes 
have been purchased during the past year. These in- 
clude the best recent fiction and cover as well a wide 
range of current topics in the non-fiction field. We are 
indebted to several interested persons who have donated 
88 volumes. There is a growing demand on the part of 
the school children of Gray for reference books, and the 
Committee feels that a complete up-to-date set of ency- 
clopedias is much needed, to take the place of those now 
available, which are out of date. 

The committee wishes to gratefully acknowledge the 
janitor services of Mr. Warren Flye. His constant at- 
tention to keeping the room warm, has contributed to 
the comfort of all. 

Mrs. Ralph Sawyer, of N ath Gray, has been tenta- 
tively appointed as librarian for the coming year. 

Changes in the Committee personnel are as follows: 

Mrs. Phyllis Bentley resigned in August and Mrs. 
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Marguerite Duplisea in January.. It was with genuine 
regret and with grateful recognition of their co-operation 
and untiring service, that the Committee accepted these 
resignations. Mrs. Margaret Reed has been elected to 
finish out Mrs. Duplisea’s unexpired term, and Mrs. 
Florence Davis has replaced Mrs. Bentley. A new com- 
mittee has been created for the purpose of selecting new. 
books. Two persons, not members of the Library Com- 
mittee, will work with Mrs. Davis on this project. Mr. 
Richard Snyder has consented to serve in this capacity. 
The other member has not yet been chosen. 

The Committee extends a cordial invitation to the 
people of Gray to visit the library, and also would wel- 
come constructive criticism or suggestions which would. 
tend to increase efficiency and interest in the library. —

To the Citizens of Gray: 

As the time is approaching when you will be prepar- 
ing your 1946 town report, we are submitting a brief 
statement regarding the status of blister rust Setar A 
work in your town. 

As you know, blister rust control work is conducted 
under a cooperative agreement between the State and 
Federal Governments, in which they cooperate with 
towns. 

According to our records, the town of Gray is a very 
‘ good pine town having around 8,000 acres of lands 
bearing white pine in sufficient quantity to necessitate 
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protection from the blister rust. In order to render this 
protection, over 22,000 acres must be kept free of wild 
Ribes plants. 3 

For several years in the past, the town of Gray has 
cooperated with the State and Federal Governments by 
appropriating funds. The entire town has been worked 
once, and now, after a lapse of several years, we find that 
certain parts of the control area require reworking to 
destroy wild Ribes plants which have staged a come- 
back. 

With the $200.00 appropriated by the town of Gray 
in 1946, 3,419 acres were worked, from which 32,302 
wild Ribes were destroyed, at a cost of $1,513.81 (Town 
$133.43 — State $127.60 — Federal Government $1,- 
252.78). During the process of the work, 2,244 acres of 
the control area in the town were placed on a mainten- 
ance basis, i.e., no further control work will be necessary 
on this area for an indefinite number of years. It is our 
objective to place the entire town on a maintenance basis 
as rapidly as possible, and we trust that the town will 
see fit to raise cooperative funds for the 1947 season. 
The work is under the direct supervision of our Federal 
Agent, M. G. Calderara, who will call on you in the near 
future.

Since the last report there have been 11 cases of 
Searlet Fever, 24 cases of Mumps, 11 cases of Chicken 
Pox, 15 cases of Whooping Cough, 1 measles, reported. 

I wish to take this time to remind you that physi- 
cians and householders are required by law to report to 
the local health officer at once, all cases of contagious 
and communicable diseases. 

On June 8th a Vaccination and Immunization Clinic 
was held at the Home Economics Building, under the 
sponsorship of the P. T. A. with the help of Henry Beck 
M.D. and Kennith Russell D.O. 

Six children were Vaccinated. Citizens this is a 
small number for something that is FREE.

To the Citizens of the Town of Gray: 

I herewith submit my first annual report as Chief of 
the Fire Department. In the past year the Department 
has answered 36 alarms. Twelve chimney fires, three 
rubbish fires, one cottage fire, one house fire, one brooder 
house fire, two false alarms and one call for the Resusci- 
tator. 

On April 18, we were called to South Gray, the 
home of Dewy Latham and due to the delay in giving 
in the alarm the Department was unable to save the 
house but the firemen did good work in checking the fire 
in the woods. On April 29 we were called to a cottage 
fire at Birchwood but because of the distance they had 
’ to travel to give in the alarm the Department arrived 
too late to save the cottage. These two fires being the 
only taxable property loss for the year. 

This year we had the Forester pump and the booster 
pump on the Chevrolet overhauled. 

The only thing that the Fire Department is asking 
for this year outside of our running expenses, is 500 ft. 
of 114 inch hose to replace some old undependable hose.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and to the 
Citizens of the Town of Gray: Greetings: 

I have the honor to submit my twenty-second re- 
port. 


TEACHERS 


This year we have ten elementary teachers, one for 
each grade, the sub primary grade and one for the Dry 
Mills school. Four of these teachers are new to us, the 
others having taught in town for one year or more. 

At Pennell we still have five teachers, for the Senior 
High School. One of these teachers is new to us. 

We have combined the position of teacher-coach at 
Pennell this year. While we have a good teacher-coach 
for this position he has to divide his time; hence, he 
hasn’t enough time to do justice to each position in the 
school day. 

Our Music teacher is new this year. She is paid by 
three towns and divides her time accordingly. Gray’s 
share is one and one-quarter days per week. 


CONVEYANCE 


The new school bus arrived last spring and was im- 
mediately placed in operation. This bus will seat 48 
pupils and because of the increased number of pupils 
to be conveyed was badly needed. The other two buses 
were purchased in 1941 and have been in operation 
since. They each have seating capacities of 36 pupils 
and do not seat enough to meet our needs, hence we 
have to make many shorter trips. One of these buses 
should be replaced this year with a larger unit and the 
other one next year. Pupils arrive at our elementary 
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schoo] about 8 o’clock in the morning for the first bus | 
trip and the last bus trip does not get away until late 
after 4 o’clock. This makes a long school day for little 
pupils and should be corrected as soon as possible. It 
would be more economical to have larger buses and 
better arranged bus routes. 


FUEL AND JANITOR SERVICE 

The Committee have continued with the same policy 
of providing a janitor for all the elementary school 
houses in the Village. Practically all the fuel used is hard 
coal now; this being the most efficient fuel for our needs. 
An oil burning stove has been installed at the Dry Mills 
school because of the difficulty experienced in maintain- 
ing a wood fire. Oil is higher in price but the cost of 
fuel will compare favorably with the cost of wood. Dur- 
ing the very cold January, this year, we have averaged 
about 75 gallons of oil per week. This building should 
have double windows and be insulated. 


LUNCHES 
These have been maintained as in former years. The 
price per pupil has been raised to 20c because of the 
increased costs. The federal subsidy has not changed, 
it being 9c for type A lunch with milk. These lunches 
this year have been self supporting and public suppers 
have been held to raise money for dishes. 


GENERAL 

By providing a partition at Pennell Institute and more 
toilets, facilities were established for the 7th and 8th 
grades to be taught at this building. The permit from 
the state to operate these rooms is only issued for one 
year as these are temporary rooms; over crowded, poor- 
ly ventilated and lighted. Another year, the entering 
class will increase the enrollment so that it will be 
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inadvisable to operate so many classes of pupils. The 
building will be too crowded. Temporary rooms at Stim- 
son hall and the basement room at the Intermediate 
schoo] should be abandoned as soon as possible. 

The time has come to think seriously about our school 
housing problem. A little money here, and a little mon- 
ey there to provide temporary relief is really a waste 
of money. We are getting nowhere fast and spending 
too much money for poor housing conditions. 

The voters of the town will be given an opportunity 
to vote at the town meeting whether they wish a school 
district to build the new school or additions or do it 
otherwise. However or whoever builds the new build- 
ings, the need is imminent; relief is needed at once. 
Because of the high cost of building, this matter has 
been post-poned but the time has come to act. 

It is my opinion’ that a five room addition in the rear 
of the Intermediate building will solve the problem. 
Perhaps only two rooms should be built this year and 
then three more. Land will have to be provided but it 
is available. This is a good location, off the street but 
central to all points. Eventually, the old Intermediate 
building could be removed, if the town sees fit, and we 
would have a modern consolidated building for our 
grades, if new rooms were added. 

The modern elementary school plant is an educational 
tool and should provide the necessary facilities for prop- 
erly housing the new and generally accepted program 
of the school and Community. It should be much more 
than a.series of box like classrooms. 

To offer the desired type of program, the classroom 
must be 21 to 23 feet wide and 35 to 40 feet long. It 
should be properly lighted and should provide space for 
special activities, either in the classroom or in an ad- 
joining workroom. There should be ample storage for 
supplies and wardrobes in each room for pupils cloaks. 
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Movable chair-desk units provide satisfactory seating 
in elementary classrooms. Each classroom should be 
equipped with ample electric outlets so located as to 
provide for visual education needs. 

When possible it is desirable to provide toilet facili- 
ties connecting with each classroom for pupils from 
five to seven years of age. Each classroom should have 
a drinking fountain with sanitary bubbler head. 

The additional service which can be efficiently and 
economically offered in larger units (8 or more teach- 
ers) becomes a considerable burden in the small units. 
Such services as cafeteria, music, art, health and physi- 
cal education, exploratory courses etc., are much less 
expensively offered in larger units. 

Basement rooms as such are poorly lighted, poorly 
ventilated, and are difficult to heat evenly and properly. 

Some years ago it was considered essential to provide 
basements under school buildings and to locate toilet 
facilities and play areas below ground. Such areas are 
difficult if not impossible to heat, light or ventilate 
properly. 

The tendency today is to build on the ground with 
only basement as is needed for heating and fuel storage 
purposes. 

Three four room buildings have been completed in 
Maine in the last two years without basements except 
for heating and storage. One at Casco, one at Naples 
and one at Lincolnville. A visit to one or more of these 
buildings will make it possible for one to understand 
modern school house construction adapted to the needs 
of a modern program. 


SUB PRIMARY 
The Sub Primary grade has been continued. It is a 
year of readiness for the five year old pupil. It is a 
very valuable year when taught by an understanding 
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teacher and the child learns many things, all valuable 
to the beginning pupil. Some of these things are: ac- 
cording to McKee,

providing pupils with real, varied, and rich ex- 

periences essential to the getting of meaning 

from material to be read. 

training in the ability to do problematic think- 

ing; 

training in the speaking of simple English sen- 
tences ; 

the development of a wide speaking vocabulary; 

training in accurate enunciation and pronuncia- 

tion ; 

the development of a desire to read; 

training in the keeping of a series of ideas in 

the mind in their proper sequence. 


Promotion to first grade should be delayed until the 
factors of readiness are present to such an extent that 
“success is assured. These factors are related to three 
types of development—(1) mental, (2) physical, and 
(83) personal. Of greatest importance among all the 
factors ‘are those of (a) adequate mental age, (b) good 
vision, (c) good hearing, (d) emotional stability, (e) ad- 
justment to the school situation and the seven abilities re- 
sulting from the reading readiness program. 

A healthy six year old is usually ready to read if he: 

Has normal sight and hearing ; 
Has a background of experience which enables him 
to interpret situations found in pre-primers ; 

~ Understands the words he will meet in his first 


reading ; 


Pronounces these words with reasonable accuracy ; 
Enjoys and interprets simple pictures; 
Understands and follows oral directions ; 
Recognizes the function of printed symbols; 
Recognizes colors by name; 
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Shows reasonable auditory and visual discrimina- 

tion ; 

Can remember and recount experiences in se- 

quence; 

Can express ideas in complete sentences; 

Has strong interest in many things; 

Accepts changing conditions without showing 

strain ; 

Participates constructively in group activity ; 

Has a growing fund of ideas; 

Enjoys looking at books and handling them. 
These are some of the things we try to teach the Sub 

Primary year of school. 


NEEDS 
Repair money will be needed this year to complete 
the shingling which was suspended during the fire emer- 
gency; to paint buildings insice and out; and to buy 
adjustable seating. 
Information and budget follows.

CLASS A HIGH SCHOOL REQUIREMENTS 


A. By statute.

An approved four -year course of study of stand- 
ard grade shall be offered. 

The school year shall consist of at least thirty- 
six weeks. 

Approved laboratory equipment shall be pro- 
vided. ! 

At least two full time teachers shall be employed. 
There shall be an annual expenditure of at 
least $850 for instruction exclusive of all tuition 
received. 


B. By definition. The following definitions have been 
formulated in accordance with the provisions of the 


law. 


1. The program or course of study. 


a. The standard program of study prescribed by 


law shall consist of not less than sixteen units 
of work of secondary school grade. A unit is 
a subject pursued not less than five periods 
per week, or the equivalent, for at least thirty- 
six weeks. 


. Schools having only two teachers should offer 


but one curriculum in order that the daily 
schedule shall conform to the requirements be- 
low. 


. The minimum recitation period shall be forty 


minutes in length exclusive of time required 
for class changes. Schools may operate on ro- 


4. 
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tated schedule plans, provided that the class 
periods average at least forty minutes in 
length over a period of time, and provided 
that such plans are reported annually to the 
State Department of Education on the Rating 
Information Report. Variations in schedules 
will be recognized to provide for directed study, 
shop work, activities, etc. Long periods should 
be provided for science laboratory work, type- 
writing, and other manipulative classes. 

d. The number of teaching periods in the basic 
daily schedule must not exceed seven. This 
does not preclude the addition of an activity 
period. 

e. The pupil-teacher ratio in a Class A school 
must not exceed 30:1. 


. The school year. The school year shall comprise 


at least 180 working days. All time lost, except 
as provided by law, shall be made up. 


. Teachers. All teachers in Class A schools must 


hold Maine certificates of secondary grade in the 
type of work in which they are teaching. A cer- 
tificate of one type is not interchangeable with 
another type. The secondary schoo] teacher in 
the academic field is required to have completed 
four full years of college work, or the equivalent, 
in an accredited college. Eighteen semester hours 
of work in professional] educational courses are 
usually required for the secondary school certi- 
ficate. Teachers of commercial subjects must 
hold commercial certificates. Other special cer- 
tificates are required in the fields of agriculture, 
home economics, industrial or general shop, 
music, art, and the like. 

Laboratory. 

a. Equipment shall be sufficient to permit labora- 
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tory practice in groups of not more than two 
students for a major part of the exercises. 


. All science subjects call for laboratory prac- 


tice. Provision for double or long periods for 
such practice is expected in chemistry, physics, 
and other similar subjects. 

An annual expenditure equal to $1.00 per pu- 
pil enrolled, but not less than $75 for any 
school, is required. This requirement may be 
reduced as the equipment becomes adequate. 


5. Library. 


a.

Suitable tables, bookcases, and other neces- 
sary library furniture must be supplied. 
There must be an adequate supply of diction- 
aries, reference books, and suitable newspapers 
and periodicals. 


. General supplementary material, including 


non-fiction and fiction books, bulletins, charts, 
and other regalia necessary for effective use 
of the library must be furnished. 


. Books must be catalogued in some suitable 


manner and an annual inventory taken to dis- 
cover the number of volumes, distribution, 
recency, and adequacy of the resources of the 
library. : 


. The annual expenditure for the library shall 


be $1.50 per pupil enrolled, but not less than 
$75 for any school. This requirement may be. 
reduced upon evidence of adequate equipment. 


. A trained school librarian or a teacher-librar- 


ian must be assigned to the direction of the 
library. Library directors should reserve at 
least one period per day for library work. 
Student librarians may serve at other times 
under the supervision of the librarian or teach- 
er-librarian. 
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6. Visual education. An adequate equipment of 
maps and other illustrative material must be 
provided. Devices for the projection or other 
suitable display of pictures, maps, charts, etc., 
should be readily available. Illustrative material 
of the apparatus type used in physical educa- 
tion, science laboratories, social studies labora- 
tories, or other school departments, shall be 
suitably stored and readily available when need- 
ed. 

7. The school plant.

The school plant must conform to reasonable 
standards. In the case of buildings below the 
standards, plans for improvement must be 
presented within three years after tentative 
approval has been granted. 


. The rooms and furnishings must be suited to 
a standard grade of work and efficiency. 
. All accredited schools should meet the state 


regulations for sanitation, heating, lighting, 
ventilation and safety. Schools of early design 
and of generally outmoded construction will 
be expected to receive improvements within 
a reasonable course of time. 


‘The school grounds should be well planned 


and attractively cared for. 


8. Organization. 


a. 


The organization, discipline, general esprit de 
corps, and administration must be conducive 
to good school work and proper social, civic, 
vocational, and character development. 


. Contemplated changes in organization, courses 


of study, or classification of school must be 
reported to the State Department of Educa-

Opening exercises program has been under the super- 
vision of Barbara Mason assisted by Margaret Robin- 
son for the Sophomores and Muriel Verrill for the 
Freshmen in the main room. The other home room 
teachers hold their own exercises. 

Mrs. Bowie as presented several assemblies with the 
entire school participating. 

The bell system has been done over entirely, with 
one bell added, connecting the main building with the 
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gym. This makes it much better in calling classes and 
for fire drill. 

The Institute at present is very crowded and inade- 
quate, not only for floor space but also for light and 
ventilation. The ideas people had in 1876 regarding 
school architecture are quite different from what they 
are now. The changes that have been made recently 
have in no way improved conditions. So far, the relation 
between the students and teachers has been very coop- 
erative. If this spirit should break down either in the 
grades or the Institute, it wouldn’t be long before it 
would be felt along Main Street. 

Mr. Laughton joined the Institute faculty this year 
to teach the Commercial Course and Physical Education. 
He has done an excellent job for the time he has had 


- to divide between the two departments. I would sug- 


gest that full time be given to both positions. 

In closing, I wish to thank the Trustees, Superin- 
tendent, Superintending School Committee, Selectmen, 
and town’s people for their cooperation and courteous 
treatment.

The School Improvement Committee submits the 
following recommendations: 

That the Town be given the opportunity to vote on 
the question; “‘Shall the Act to Incorporate the Town 
of Gray School District be Accepted?” 

That the town acquire the land in back of the Inter- 
mediate School immediately and hold it for school pur- 
poses, and also acquire a right of way to the Portland- 
Lewiston road. 

That any additions or new construction at this time, 
be of such a nature that new additions can be made 
at any time in the future without changing the already 
existing construction, and without the purchase of ad 
ditional land. 

That such an addition should be made to the present 
Intermediate School, with the architect drawing the 
plans in such a way that the present building may be 
removed whenever it has served its usefulness without 
impairing the appearance or usefulness of the new ad- 
dition. 

That a four room frame building be added immediate- 
ly under the authority of the Gray Schoo] District, or 
if not approved by the Town, a four room addition be 
framed with two rooms finished, equipped, and heated 
for occupancy next fall; the latter to be carried out 
by issuing bonds or ae within the legal debt limit of 
' the Town. 

That this committee ane fulfilled its obligations,

I herewith submit my second annual report as Chief 
of Gray Fire Department. In the past year the Depart- 
ment has answered 43 alarms.

7 Out of town calls. 

On July 14 we were called to John Skillings’ where 
the upper story of the garage burned but the lower story 
and house eight feet away were saved. 

Oct. 22, Gray Fire Department sent the Fire Truck 
with three men to Waterboro. On the 23rd three men 
and the truck went back after an urgent call from the 
Chief of Waterboro. 

Oct. 24, the Truck, maned by three, went to Hollis. 
There was a total of 165 hrs. manpower and 45 hrs. 
for the fire truck. Several other men from Gray answer- 
ed this call for help. Then as everyone knows, a re- 
ceipted bill was sent to these fire torn towns, for which 
we received honorable mention from Governor Hildreth. 

The 27th of Aug. there was a bad forest fire on Libby 
Hill and Oct. 15 another fire at the Megquier place. 
After these fires the Department realized more fully 
their great need for a tank truck so on Nov. 2lst a 
dance was sponsored by William Farra. $245.75 was 
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realized. Dec. 20 we held a turkey raffle netting $133.05. 
This with the amount already in the aay gave us 
$609 tank truck fund. 

At the Libby Hill Fire the old portable pump broke 
down and due to the fact that it was so dry and it would 
take some time to make repairs it was considered ad-— 
visable to buy another pump. This pump weighs only 
90 Ibs. and can easily be handled by two men. 

The Fire Department is asking for $2,500 for new 
fire equipment.

_ White pine is one of the most valuable natural assets 
of our State and of your town. The greater part of the 
older pine growth has been cut, but there remains a 
very large acreage of young growth upon which we must 
depend for our future supply of white pine lumber. 
Young white pine is most susceptible to the ravages of 
the blister rust, although pines of all ages are aftected. 
-Therefore, every effort should be made to protect this 
young growth and bring it through to commercial] size. 
The State and Federal Governments are interested 
in the control of the White Pine Blister Rust, and are 
working in cooperation with towns and cities in the 
control of the disease. I recommend that your town in- 
clude an article in your 1948 town warrant to appro- 
priate funds for cooperative blister rust contro] work. 
The amount raised by your town will be supplemented 
by State and /or Federal funds on at least a dollar for 
dollar basis. My request is made in conformance with 
the Revised Statutes of 1944, Chap. 32, Sec. 54.

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WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST 


R. S. 1944, Ch. 32, Sec. 54—Forest Commissioner to 
promulgate information and to designate areas where 
control is necessary. The forest commissioner is hereby 
authorized and empowered to promulgate by letter, 
publication, poster, or other means of information con- 
cerning the white pine blister rust and designate, by 
the aforesaid means of promulgation, areas within the 
state in which control measures are necessary or advis- 
able. It shall be the duty of every land owner within such 
designated area, to carry out such control measures as 
are ordered by the forest commissioner, including the 
removal and. destruction of any or all plants of the 
genus Ribes, commonly known as currant and goose- 
berries, and any white pine tree or trees, which are 
found to be infected with the disease. If the owner fails 
to destroy the above named plants or trees within the 
time specified by. the forest commissioner, the forest 
commissioner shall cause said plants or trees to be de 
stroyed and shall charge the actual expense of same to 
the city, town, or plantation within which said plants 
or trees are found. Such amount shall be collected as 
a state tax and credited to the appropriation for said 
purpose. The city, town, or plantation wherein such 
plants or trees are found may assess the cost of the re- 
moval of said plants or trees to the owner of the real 
estate wherein the said plants or trees are found. ‘l‘he 
amount so assessed shall be collected in the form of a 
tax. 
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Report of Library Committee 


This is the fourth annual report that the Library Com- 
mittee has made since the library was re-organized. In 
looking back, we feel that there has been great progress 
made, not only in the addition of new books, but also 
in improvements to the library room. 

The records kept by the librarian show that there 
have been 2,826 books loaned this past year. This num- 
ber is made up of adult books and children’s books. 
The great interest taken by the children is very grati- 
fying for we believe that good reading habits should 
be formed by children during their early school years. 

We have purchased seventy adult books consisting 
of fiction and non-fiction, and sixty-four children’s books. 
The selectmen notified us that in 1928 the town re- 
ceived a sum of one hundred dollars from the Gray 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union. Income only 
from this fund could be used for books of research. As 
the income had never been used, there was sixty-seven 
dollars and seventeen cents on hand. Inasmuch as we 
have needed an up-to-date set of encyclopedias, we used 
this money toward a set of fifteen volumes of Compton’s 
encyclopedias. The librarian reports that they have 
been used by both the teachers and students this past 
school year. In addition to the books purchased there 
have been quite a number of books donated by inter- 
ested friends. 

The State Lending Library service has been taken 
advantage of this year. They furnish lists of books 
from which we are permitted to choose whatever ones 
we desire. We sent for a box of twenty-five books which 
we were allowed to keep for six months. The only cost 
to us for these books was the transportation charges. 
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The Library Committee wishes to thank the former 
Men’s Club for their gift of money. 

We also wish to express our appreciation to Mr. Jens 
Peterson for the use of one of his store windows dur- 
ing the month of November where We put in a small 
display of children’s books in observance of Children’s | 
Book Week. 

Early this fall fluorescent lights were installed as the 
old lighting system has been inadequate for some time. 

We have been very fortunate in having Mrs. Evelyn 
B. Sawyer as librarian this post year. She has taken a — 
great interest in the work, and by her cheerful and 
friendly manner, has made everyone feel welcome to 
take advantage of all that the library has to offer, 

To any citizen who has not yet visited the library, a 
cordial invitation is hereby given. .

CASH 

It was extremely difficult to reconcile the cash account 
of the Treasurer due to the numerous errors noted 
which had not been corrected during the year. ‘hese 
errors were of minor nature, however, and the net dif- 
ference resulting from them has been adjusted satis- 
factorily to the Town. 

It was ascertained that disbursements had been made 
by check and were supported by properly authorized 
warrants. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 

The records of the Tax Collector were examined and 
found to have been accurately kept. The entire commit 
ment was accounted for by cash paid the Town ‘lreas- 
urer, abatements or remained unpaid at the close of the 
year, January 31, 1947. Verification of unpaid taxes 
was made by circularizing a representative number of 
the accounts. | 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


This item represents reimbursable expenditures due 
the town for assistance rendered to State paupers. 


TAX LIENS AND DEEDS 

The examination of the tax liens and deeds on file 
with the Treasurer revealed that all items have been 
properly recorded with the Register of Deeds, Port- 
land, Maine. 


SURPLUS 


Appropriations made from Surplus at the several town 
meetings held during the year are responsible for the 
depletion of the surplus on hand at the beginning of 
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the year and its conversion to a Net Deficit of $1,663.37 
at the close of the year. A detail is shown on Exhibit 
E. 

The Appropriated Surplus represents those accounts 
which, as required by law or for some other specific 
purpose, have been carried forward to the next fiscal 
year. The balances which make up this amount are 
shown on Exhibit D. 


TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY 
No changes have been recorded in this account during 
the year. 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE 

This account reflects the final analysis of variances 
found as a result of the examination of the Treasurer’s 
accounts. A net balance of $37.15 was found to be due 
the Treasurer. A pele detail of the items is shown 
on Schedule A-6. 


DUE GOVERNMENTAL AGENCIES 

Federal income taxes and teachers’ pension payroll 
deductions which had not been remitted to the respective 
governmental agencies as of January 31,1947, constitute 
this account. See Schedule A-7. 


DUE TRUST FUNDS 

This account represents a deficiency in the ‘lrust 
Funds from differences found in the accounts of the 
Treasurer. The various items making up the amount 
due trust funds is shown on Schedule A-8. 


NOTES PAYABLE 

Notes outstanding issued to finance appropriations 
made at several special town meeting's constitute this 
account. Data pertaining to the amounts borrowed 1s 
shown on Schedule A-9. 
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TRUST FUNDS 

The several trust fund accounts were examined and 
all appeared in order. It was noted that in the Stimson 
Fund a loss was sustained through the sale of real estate. 
As there were no provisions for such a depreciation in 
investments, the loss has been charged against the unex- 
pended income available to the fund. 
_ Statements pertaining to the various funds are shown 
on Schedules A-10, A-11 and A-12. 


GENERAL 

The fidelity bonds of the Collector and Treasurer were 
found to be in order and properly recorded. 

Excise tax collections as recorded were found to have 
been deposited with the Treasurer. 

Payrolls and vouchers were examined to the extent 
deemed necessary, and those examined appeared proper 
charges to the appropriation indicated on the warrants. 

The accounts of the Selectmen were found in a very 
satisfactory condition.

_ lists of taxable property; if no lists are brought in, no 
claim for abatement. 

Chapter 81, Section 35, Revised Statutes of Maine, 
1933.

“Before making an assessment, the assessors shall 
give seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants 
by posting notifications in some public place in the 
town, or shall notify them, in such other way as the 
town directs, to make and bring in to them true and per- 
fect lists of their polls and all their estates real and per- 
sonal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which they 
were possessed on the 1st day of April of the same year. 
If any resident owner after such notice, or any non- 
resident owner after being reasonably requested thereto 
by the assessors, does not bring in such list, he is there- 
by barred of his right to make application to the assess- 
ors or the county commissioners for any abatement of 
his taxes, unless he offers such list with his application 
and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed. The request upon non-resident Owners 
may be proved by a notice sent by mail to the last known 
address of the taxpayer or given by any other method 
that bring’s notice home to the taxpayer.” 

The Assessors will be in session at the Town House 
on the first day of April, 1948, from 10 o’clock A.M., to 
A o’clock P.M., for the purpose above stated. 
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
